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VISUAL INTERPRETATION 
The NCSW Exhibit 


Are you one of the new crop of social workers? 
It is a source of perennial shock to oldsters to have 
each new crop of youngsters come along and fail to 
show proper respect for traditional values. This 
can be particularly painful when changes take place 
rapidly through a period of emergency, and then it 
is suddenly realized that things are different — 
basically different — and that everything must be 
reexamined and reevaluated in light of the new 
situation. 


The NCSW with a record of considerable prestige 
going back 75 years, found itself facing a crisis in 
1947-48 following the war. We think World War II 
had a part to play in this. Here is the story as we 
see it and what the new crop of social workers has 
to do with it. 


World War II made it very difficult for people to 
attend conferences, including those of the NCSW. 
Since the NCSW pretty much depended upon its 
Annual Meetings to sustain support and draw in 
new members, the Conference had a number of lean 
years. Memberships were declining. In the mean- 
while, professional and other organizations were 
growing and claiming loyalties and support. So that 
at the end of the war, NCSW was feeling the com- 
petition, and some people wondered if it had out- 
grown its usefulness. 


A basic, critical analysis was made of the need for 
the NCSW in the postwar setting. The answer which 
came out of the study was convincing. The Confer- 
ence still had a place. It should be streamlined a 
bit, and there were some changes needed, but the 
NCSW had not reached senility. 


Then it became a problem of introducing several 
new crops of social workers to the NCSW. Since 
most of them had never attended one of its Annual 
Meetings, it became necessary to plan a deliberate 
program of interpretation and to “sell” the Confer- 
ence to a large part of the social work community. 


The exhibit, which is pictured on the cover of this 
Bulletin, was a part of this program of interpretation. 
It was not possible for the staff or the officers to go 
around and interpret the Conference in communi- 
ties across the country. And so they thought of an

INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE NEWS 


On page 5 of this issue of the Bulletin there is 
information about tentative plans for low-cost group 
travel to India for the Sixth International Confer- 
ence of Social Work in December 1952. We hope 
that everyone who thinks there is even a slight pos- 
sibility of attending this Conference will fill in the 
questionnaire and return it to the office, as the in- 
formation received will be very helpful in future 
planning. The U. S. Committee has been aware that 
the high cost of transportation to India would pre- 
vent many Americans from attending the Confer- 
ence unless special arrangements were made. The 
Committee is anxious to work out plans which will 
meet the needs and desires of the largest possible 
number of people. 


The program of the Conference was one of the 
subjects discussed at the meeting of the I.C.S.W. in 
Rome this summer. The theme will be “The Role of 
Social Service in Raising the Standard of Living,” 
and it is expected that copies of the preliminary 
program will be available within the next month or 
six weeks. Those who are interested in receiving 
copies should write to the Conference headquarters 
at 22 West Gay St., Columbus 15, Ohio. 


The European social welfare survey tour, which 
was conducted by Mr. Hoffer this summer, was 
considered very successful, although the group was 
smaller than had been anticipated. The group visited 
London, Paris, Geneva and Genoa, Italy. In the 
latter city an informal seminar was held under the 
leadership of Dr. Rene Sand, Honorary President of 
the I.C.S.W. 


Late in 1950 the U. S. Committee of the Interna- 
tional Conference, which is composed of approxi- 
mately thirty members serving in an individual 
capacity, came to the conclusion that its present 
structure is not the best one and recommended that 
it be changed. After considerable discussion with 
the various organizations in the country having in- 
ternational interests a meeting was called to discuss 
detailed plans for the future of the U. S. Committee. 
The meeting will be attended by representatives of 
the following agencies: AASSW, AASW, APWA, 
the National Conference and the Assembly.

SIXTH INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE OF SOCIAL WORK IN INDIA 


A preliminary announcement regarding a one-month 
study tour to the East from New York and return at the time 
of the Sixth International Conference of Social Work and 
at an all-inclusive cost of $1295 has been distributed*. There 
have been many favorable responses to this, together with 
numerous questions about the arrangements, suggestions for 
changes in the proposed itinerary, etc. 

In order to take advantage of low-cost travel, it will be 
necessary for arrangements to be made for groups of persons. 
The International Conference of Social Work hopes to 
develop plans for travel to India which will meet the needs 
and desires of the largest possible number of people. It there- 
fore urges all those who have an interest in attending he 
Conference and in joining a study tour to answer the ques- 
tions below and send this sheet in as soon as possible, so that 
the necessary planning can be undertaken at once in coop- 
eration with ASSIST, which enjoys a close working relation- 
ship with governmental and nongovernmental organizations 
specializing in group educational exchange in various 
countries. 

The regular plane ticket from New York to Madras and 
return plus living costs during the five days of the Confer- 
ence would come to well over $1500, if the traveler were to go 
at his own convenience. Going by chartered plane at a large 
reduction in cost is possible under strict regulations govern- 
ing chartering of planes for educational groups. This is 
open to I.C.S.W members who go to India and return in a 
Conference-sponsored study tour.
